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“PRINCESS ALICE. 


DISASTER IN WHICH 670 
LIVES WERE LOST. 


MEMORIES OF 50 YEARS 
AGO. 


-“ 


Vivid memories of the terrible shipping 
disaster, the sinking of the pleasure steamer 
Princess Alice, near Woolwich, with the loss 
of some 670 lives, which occurred on Sep- 
tember 3, 1878—fifty years ago to-day—were 
recalled by several Londoners in chats with 
a reporter yesterday. 
The Princess Alice, a popular London ex- 
cursion steamer, was returning from 
Gravesend to London on a fine September 
evening, with, it is calculated, over 800 
men, women and children on board, though 
the exact number was never actually known. 
When in Gallion’s Reach she collided with 
the iron steamer Bywell Castle. The latter’s 
stem crashed through the side of the Prin- 
cess Alice, and in less than five minutes 
she had sunk. 
the passengers on her crowded decks 
only 130 were saved. 
WHOLE FAMILIES LOST. 

Mrs. Burtenshaw, of Rectory road, Fulham, 
has a very clear recollection of the tragic 
September evening fifty years ago. 
‘Tt was a terrible affair,” she said. “ My 
mother lost two friends, a woman and her 
daughter, when the Princess Alice sank. 
Whole families were lost—fathers, ‘ mothers 
and children. 
“I remember hearing of one very sad 
case. One man dived into the water as the 
steamer was sinking, and called to his wife 
to throw him his three children. She did 
this, but, from one cause or .another, he 
could not get to any of them, and they were 
all drowned before their father’s eyes. 
“His wife was drowned when the steamer 
settled down in the water. The father was 
nearly frantic with grief when rescued. 

A PUBLIC GRAVE. 
“ Iv was when the Princess Alice did not 
arrive at London Bridge that the waiting 
relatives and friends of those on board 
realised something dreadful had happened. 
Many of them hastened off to Woolwich, 
there to find the most terrible confirmation 
of their worst fears. . 
“ A great many of the people drowned 
were never identified. Some hundreds oí 
them were buried in a large square grave 
that they dug for them at Woolwich.” . 
A man who was serving his apprentice- 
ship at Woolwich Dockyard at the time of 
the disaster told a reporter that he could 
never forget the scenes which accompanied 
the recovery of the bodies. 

TROOPS’ OFFER. 
*‘Hundreds of people from London,” he 
said, “ were at Woolwich, seeking to identify 
missing relatives among the corpses brought 
in by the watermen—for which they got five 
shilling each. 
‘* Labourers were engaged at 7s. 6d. a day 
to remove the bodies and prepare them for 
burial, and when the odour from the mass 
of corpses became very bad they struck for

“When the soldiers at the ‘Arsenal heard 
of this a party of them at once volunteered 
to carry on with the gruesome work. How- 
ever, their kind-hearted offer was not ac- 
cepted.”’

REMARKABLE ERROR AT 
HOSPITAL. 


Remarkable evidence was given at the in- 
vest, at Guildford, this evening, on James

anwsthetic at the Royal Surrey County Hos- 
pital. It was stated that the boy complained 
of pains in his face and neck, and was medi- 
cally attended, and removed to the hospital. 
Dr. Bernard Lamprell, L.R.C.P., L. C.S., 
house surgeon at the hospital, said that the 
boy was admitted at about four o'clock on 
Friday, suffering from cellulitis, and was pre- 
b4 for an operation. He considered that 
derson was a bad subject for an 
anssthetic, and he, therefore, chose chloro- 
form as the most suitable. When Sanderson 
was in a stage ot surgical anesthesia, Dr. 


Lamprell placed a tube from the instrument 


in the boy’s mouth. The boy vomited 


chloroform, and then became asphyxiated, be-

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|HOW THE NAVY HAS 
CHANGED. 


FORTY YEARS AGO AND 
TO-DAY, 


- 
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Lieutenant T. A. Herriott, who has just 
retired from the Royal Navy after nearly 
thirty-eight years’ service at sea, had some 
interesting things to say to a reporter at 
Portsmouth about the Navy when he first 
joined it as compared with the Navy of to/ 
day. 

When he joined the Navy, Lieutenant 
Herriott said, seamanship came first; other 
things came after. Although men were better 
educated to-day, they were not such good 


seamen. ‘‘ A good seaman is the exception, 
rather than the rule, to-day,’’ he added. 
“His superior intelligence is turned to 


mechanical and other lines.’ 
BETTER BEHAVED. 

Lieutenant Herriott said that. men . were 
better behaved to-day. Touching on punish- 
ments, the Lieutenant said that punishment 
was meted out more frequently than it is 
to-day, and the punishment was of a type 
to suit the offence. ‘‘If a man was found 
to have a wet hammock, he had frequently 
to carry a- wet hammock on a broom handle 
until it was dry.” 

““ Facing the paint’’ was a punishment. for 
ordinary offences. This meant that a man 
would have to stand facing the paint work 
for two hours each evening, lose half his meal 
hour, and turn out earlier in the moriing. 
Punishment by caning was fairly frequent, 
and birching was not an exception. 

BETTER PAY. 

The changes. during the last forty years 
had been tremendous. Sailors now had a 
rauch better time. They were looked after 
and cared for more; got better pay and had 
better rations. 

He remembered when the pay of a first- 
class boy was sevenpence a day, out of which 
he had to buy two-thirds of his food, and 
make some of his clothes. 

Lieutenant Herriott said that the range for 
gun-layers tests when he joined the Navy 
was between 600 and 1,000 yards; now it 
was up to twenty thousand.
